“It is clear that the lead¬

The controversial death 
sentence by stoning for an 
Iranian woman convicted 
of adulteiy will not be im¬ 
plemented for now, said a 
judicial official yesterday. 

The world outciy over 
the death sentence has be¬ 
come the latest issue in 
Iran’s fraught relationship 
with the international 
community. 

Maleic Ajdar Sharifi, the 
top judicial official in the 
province where the mother 
of two was convicted, told 
the Iranian state news 
agency that her crimes 
were “various and veiy seri¬ 
ous” and not limited to 
adulteiy, but that the sen¬ 
tence “will not be imple¬ 
mented for the time being.” 



He added Salcineh Mo- 
hammadi Ashtiani’s ston¬ 
ing would still take place if 
the judiciaiy wanted, de¬ 
spite the “propaganda” by 
the West. 


The United States, 
Britain and international 
human rights groups have 
all urged Tehran not to 
carry out the sentence. 

Human Rights Watch, 
one of several groups publi¬ 
cizing Ashtiani’s case, said 
she was first convicted in 
May 2006 of having a “rela¬ 
tionship” with two men fol¬ 
lowing the death of her 
husband — for which a 
court in Tabriz, in north¬ 
western Iran, sentenced her 
to 99 lashes. 

But later that year she 
was also convicted of adul¬ 
tery, despite having re¬ 
tracted a confession which 
she claims was made un¬ 
der duress.

The two-minute clip of Mel 
Gibson using a racial slur 
and calling his ex-girlfriend 
a “whore” during an argu¬ 
ment are unlikely to be the 
last ugly words the public 
hears from the actor.

O Orange-Scented Eggplant and Couscous Rolls: Can be 
prepared up to two days in advance, covered and refrigerated. 


Ingredients: 

• 1 large eggplant (about 
500 g/1 lb) 

• 45 ml (3 Tbsp) extra-virgin 
olive oil, divided 

• 2 oranges 

• 2 ml (1/2 tsp) cinnamon 

• 1 ml (1/4 tsp) ground car¬ 
damom 

• 15 ml (1 Tbsp) apple cider 
vinegar 

• 250 ml (1 cup) water 

• 175 ml (3/4 cup) couscous 

• 500 ml (2 cups) crumbled 
feta cheese, divided 

• 60 ml (4 Tbsp) chopped 
flat-leaf parsley, divided 

• Ground black pepper, to 
taste 

• 250 ml (1 cup) prepared 
marinara sauce 


Preparation: 

Heat oven to 220 C (425 
F). Coat a baking sheet 
with cooking spray. You 
may need 2 baking 
sheets. 

2 Trim both ends of the 
eggplant. Standing the 
eggplant on end, slice it 


lengthwise into slices 
0.75 cm ( 1/3 inch) thick. 
Discard the end slices of 
skin. 

3 Arrange slices on 

prepared baking sheets 
and brush with 30 ml (2 
tbsp) of the olive oil. 
Bake until lightly 
browned on the under¬ 
sides, about 10 minutes. 
Turn slices and continue 
baking until second 
sides are lightly 
browned and flesh is 
tender, 10 to 15 minutes 
longer. 

Meanwhile, to make fill¬ 
ing, grate zest of half an 
orange, then juice both 
oranges. Transfer zest 
and juice to a medium 
saucepan. Add 
cinnamon, cardamom, 
apple cider vinegar, re¬ 
maining 15 ml (1 tbsp) 
olive oil and water. 

Bring to a boil. Stir in 
couscous and remove 
pan from heat. Cover 
and let stand until liquid 
is absorbed, about 5 


minutes. 

5 Uncover couscous and 
fluff with a fork, then let 
cool. Stir in 375 ml (1 
1/2 cups) of the feta and 
45 ml (3 Tbsp) of the 
parsley. Season with 
pepper. 

6 Coat a 3-1 (9-by-i3-inch) 
baking dish with cook¬ 
ing spray. Place about 
50 ml ( 1/4 cup) of the 
couscous mixture at one 
end of each eggplant 
slice. Pressing with your 
fingers to compact the 
filling, roll up each slice 
and transfer them, 
seam-side down, to pre¬ 
pared dish. 

7 In a saucepan, heat 
marinara sauce. Drizzle 
marinara sauce over 
rolls. Cover dish tightly 
with foil and bake until 
rolls are heated through 
and sauce is bubbling, 
about 15 minutes. Sprin¬ 
kle with feta and parsley 
just before serving.

Many are 
working to reduce their car¬ 
bon footprint, but conserva¬ 
tion, commuting and other 
changes only go so far. 

That’s where carbon off¬ 
sets come in. They allow 
you to pay — between $20 
and $30 per tonne — for 
the carbon you emit. 
There’s no financial return 
on these investments, but 
the money directly funds 
new technological break¬ 
throughs that can clean up 
the atmosphere for every- 
one. Here are the basics of 
carbon offsetting: 

How do carbon 
offsets work? 

“You can purchase car¬ 
bon offsets, and we then in¬ 
vest that money in clean 
technology projects,” says 
Kari Grist, senior vice presi¬ 
dent of marketing for Off- 
setters, a private, for-profit 


company specializing in 
the carbon market. “If an 
organization like Group 
Aeroplan wants to be car¬ 
bon-neutral — and they are 
— we have projects that sell 
carbon credits to us, which 
we then, in turn, sell to 
Group Aeroplan.” 

Who collects 
the money? 

Offsetters is one of sever¬ 
al companies offering car¬ 


bon offsets. They also do 
extensive research to en¬ 
sure the new technologies 
they fund really will reduce 
Canada’s extensive carbon 
footprint. 

“We take the funds, and 
give it to organizations that 
implement the new tech¬ 
nology,” Grist says. “Often, 
these organizations can’t 
fund a new technology on 
their own.”

T he term air fresh¬ 
ener is a 
misnomer. They 
are in fact chemi¬ 
cal cocktails. 
Their ingredients 
are of huge concern since 
many are made with 
formaldehyde (a known 
carcinogen), naphthalene (a 
suspected carcinogen), 
toluene (known to cause 
liver and kidney damage) 
and xylene (a neurotoxin). 
And to think air fresheners 
make up people’s daily 


spritz and spray routine. 
Yilces. 

More disturbing is how 
they work. Many mask an 
undesirable scent, but 
some use a nerve- 
deadening chemical that 
interferes with our sense of 
smell. Others coat your 
nasal passage with an oily 
film. Many air fresheners 
— and artificial fragrance 
in general — can trigger 
asthma attacks and affect 
our central nervous system. 
This is why going scent-free 
at home and at work is so 
important. 

Instead, rely on good 
ventilation, deodorize with 
baking soda or vinegar, or 
choose an essential oil- 
based, non-aerosol, eco- 
friendly air freshener.

Detailed below are four 
essential tax tips for post 
secondary students of¬ 
fered by the Certified 
General Accountants of 
Ontario pertaining to tu¬ 
ition fees and education 
credits: 

Full-time students may 
claim a federal credit of 
15 per cent of their eligi¬ 
ble tuition fees, plus an 
education credit of 15 per 
cent of $400 per month in 
2010. Students registered 
to attend part-time stud¬ 
ies may also claim the tu¬ 
ition fee credit of 15 per 
cent of eligible fees; in ad¬ 
dition, they may deduct 
$120 a month toward the 
15 per cent federal educa¬ 
tion tax credit. 

Students with disabili¬ 
ties may be enrolled part- 
time to qualify for a 
full-time credit. Individu¬ 
als with disabilities who 
are enrolled in approved 
Human Resources and 
Skills Development Cana¬ 
da (HRSDC) or equivalent 
provincial/territorial-ap¬ 
proved training programs 


can also deduct those re¬ 
lated expenses. 

The education tax cred¬ 
it also applies to students 
who are pursuing career- 


related, post-secondary 
education at their own ex¬ 
pense (e.g., the CGA pro¬ 
gram of professional 
Studies).

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Spain reigns 
at World Cup 


O Spain only third team to be European champ at the same time 


When he scored, Andres 
Iniesta remembered 
former teammate Daniel 
Jarque. 



Spain’s place among world 
soccer’s all-time greatest 
teams was assured yester¬ 
day when Andres Iniesta 
scored with four minutes of 
extra time remaining to 
beat the Netherlands 1-0 
and clinch his countiy’s 
first World Cup. 

With the teams facing a 
penalty shootout after an 
often ill-tempered game of 
few clear chances, Iniesta 
collected a sliding pass into 
the area from substitute 
Cesc Fabregas and smashed 
the ball across goalkeeper 
Maarten Stelcelenburg and 
in at the far post. 

The goal clinched 
Spain’s fourth straight 1-0 
victory in South Africa and 
made the team the third to 
be world and European 
champion at the same time. 

“This really is quite a 
cup,” Spain goalkeeper Ilcer 
Casillas said. “The Euro¬ 
pean Championship was 
the most important mo¬ 
ment of our lives, but today 
is much bigger than any¬ 
thing else.” 

At the final whistle, the 


his blue 
Spain jersey to reveal a 
white T-shirt bearing the 
words, “Dani Jarque: Siem- 
pre con nosotros” — “Dani 
Jarque: Always with us." 

!► Jarque collapsed and died 
at the age of 26 on a pre¬ 
season tour of Italy last 
year. 


Spanish players hurried to 
swap their blue shirts for 
their more familiar red 
colours in time to collect 
the trophy. They donned 
shirts decorated with a sin¬ 
gle gold star to mark their 
triumph, becoming the 
eighth nation to receive the 
honour in the tourna¬ 
ment’s 80-year history. 

“I can’t quite believe it 
yet,” said Iniesta, who was 
voted man of the match. “I 
had the opportunity to 
score that goal which was 
so important to my team. 
It’s something absolutely 
incredible. I simply made a 
small contribution to my 
team in a match that was 
very rough.” 

The Dutch players 
trudged forlornly to collect 
their runners-up medals, 
the third squad from the 
Netherlands to finish sec¬ 
ond.

Ugly play fails to lift Dutch to 
first-ever world championship 


The Dutch were bent on 
showing that they could 
win ugly for their first 
World Cup title, but they 
only got the ugly part 
right. 

With eight yellow 
cards, one red and endless 
arguing that even spilled 
over beyond the final 
whistle, the Netherlands 
lost much more than 1-0 
to Spain in the final — it 
lost a lot of its credibility 
as creative masters as well. 

Netherlands coach Bert 


Defender John 
Heitinga became 
only the fifth man to 
get a World Cup final 
red card when he was 
sent off in extra time. 

van Marwijlc changed the 
“Total Football” of flair 
and spontaneity of the 
1970s into “Result Foot¬ 
ball,” using cynical plot¬ 
ting for victory. The 
outcome was the same — 
the Netherlands is still 
waiting for its first World 


Cup. 

“I would have loved to 
win it with football that is 
not so beautiful,” van Mar- 
wijlc said. 

Four years after Zine¬ 
dine Zidane was sent off in 
the final, it was John 
Heitinga’s turn for collect¬ 
ing his second yellow card 
in the 109th minute.
